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Budget constraints 
threaten town services 


Amendment to school 
budget passes

NORTH BROOKFIELD 
— The Annual Town Meet- 
ing was held Friday, June 4, at 
7:30 p.m., in the elementary 
school auditorium. Moderator 
James Caldwell said the meet- 
ing would be a difficult one, as 
“times are tough,” financially. 

It proved to be true as sev- 
eral amendments were made 
to the budget before voters 
approved an amendment that 
gave the school additional 
money over and above the lev- 
el-funded budget the selectmen 
and Finance Committee had 
proposed. 

School budget amendment 

Article 4 on the warrant, 
“To see if the Town will vote 
to fix the salaries of all elect- 
ed and appointed officials of 
the Town and determine what 
sums of money will be raised, 
appropriated, borrowed or 
transferred in the Treasury to 
defray the charges and expens- 
es of the town for the 12 month 
period beginning July 1, 2021, 
including a Reserve Fund un- 
der the control of the Finance 
Committee, or take any action 
relative thereto,’ drew intense 
discussion between residents 
and town officials. The article 
had four motions, of which the 
first, second and fourth carried 


without discussion. 

The third motion on Article 
4, pertained to the School De- 
partment budget. North Brook- 
field schools would receive 
$6,158,872, Medicaid amount 
would be $6,000; and Bay Path 
assessment $423,108, with a to- 
tal for the school department 
budget being $6,587,980. 

A motion to amend the 
third motion of Article 4 was 
made by Meg Cloutier. The 
amendment changed the North 
Brookfield school’s budget to 
$6,312,844, a 2.5% increase 
over fiscal 2021; Medicaid and 
Bay Path amounts would re- 
main the same. The amendment 
also included a charter school 
assessment of $159,552 and 
school choice out assessment 
of $689,471. Cloutier’s amend- 
ment also asked to transfer 
$349,122 from group insurance 
to the School Department ex- 
pense account. This amend- 
ment would bring the total 
school budget to $7,590,975. A 
motion was made and second- 
ed to amend the third motion 
of Article 4. 

Loss of transfer station 

BOS Chairman Dale Kiley 
said they were able to get the 
school to level funding from 
last year, thanks to solar fields 
coming out of PILOT pro- 
grams (payment in lieu of tax- 
es), which increased revenue 
by a couple hundred thousand 
dollars. He said the amendment

Stormwater issue 
to be funded

NORTH BROOKFIELD — 
At the Annual Town Meeting 
held on Friday, June 4, Moder- 
ator James Caldwell said mis- 
takes were made at the previous 
meeting in presenting Article 
16, “To see if the Town will 
vote to approve and appropri- 
ate $22,500 to correct problems 
with stormwater from town 
streets and adjacent properties 
that causes flooding at the resi- 
dence of 94 Summer St., North 
Brookfield, and the land and 
streets downstream on Pros- 
pect and Summer Street, to be 
used by the town highway de- 


partment to contract to correct 
stormwater problems, or act on 
anything related thereto.” 

The property belongs to 
Bruce and Deb Arnold, and the 
stormwater flooding has been 
an ongoing issue since they 
purchased the property in 1982. 
The Arnolds have installed 
three sump pumps to remove 
water from their basement after 
heavy rains, and have incurred 
about $10,000 in damages 
from the flooding. A significant 
storm can cause them to pump 
the same amount of water 
needed to fill two above ground 
swimming pools. 

Bruce Arnold read his mo- 
tion for Article 16, and ex- 
plained how stormwater run- 
off from town streets flood his

Smola appointed to Budget 
Conference Committee 


BOSTON — State Rep. Todd M. 
Smola (R-Warren, Ranking Member, 
Committee on Ways & Means) has been 
selected as one of three House legisla- 
tors appointed to the conference com- 
mittee that will negotiate differences 
between the House and Senate versions 
of the state budget. 

Both the House and Senate recently 
passed budgets totaling roughly $47.7 
billion for fiscal year 2022. The confer- 
ence committee will reconcile differenc- 
es between the two proposals. Smola 
will be joined on the committee by state 
representatives Aaron Michlewitz, of 
Boston, and Ann-Margaret Ferrante, of 
Gloucester, in the House, and senators 
Michael Rodrigues, of Westport, Cindy 
Friedman, of Arlington, and Patrick 
O’Connor, of Weymouth, in the Senate. 

“The pandemic has been unbeliev- 
ably challenging for everyone and the 
financial figures and priorities we’ve 
been listening to during the budget 
process this year, have reflected those 
challenges,” said Smola. “The budget 
is the number one priority for the leg- 
islature and every aspect of it is closely 
examined and deliberated. I look for- 
ward to working with my fellow con- 
ference committee members to produce 


a responsible budget for the common- 
wealth.” 

“As the Ranking Minority Member 
of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Todd has always approached 
the state budget process with an eye 
towards promoting fiscal responsibil- 
ity and protecting the interests of the 
state’s taxpayers,’ said House Minority 
Leader Bradley H. Jones, Jr. (R-North 
Reading). “At the same time, he under- 
stands the commonwealth 1s still facing 
many difficult challenges related to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. I am confident 
Todd’s focus during budget negoti- 
ations will be on building consensus 
for a balanced spending plan that ad- 
dresses many of the needs of the state’s 
residents and small businesses, and po- 
sitions Massachusetts for a strong eco- 
nomic recovery.”

basement and yard. He then needs to 
pump the water out of his basement, and 
it flows into the street. They have had a 
problem with a clogged underground 
culvert that is connected to the town’s 
stormwater system. In 1989, the highway 
superintendent at the time addressed the 
issue by dead-ending a drainpipe above 
their property. Arnold said there is a bur- 
ied “grey water” brook that runs from 
High Street, through their property, and 








connects to a storm drain at the corner of 
Prospect and Summer Streets. 

Arnold said live camera inspections 
were made in 2020 by Leonard Engineer- 
ing as part of the West Side Infrastruc- 
ture project. At the last town meeting, 
Highway Superintendent Jason Benoit, 
along with members of the Board of 
Selectmen, countered that the cause of 
the flooding was caused by a hand-dug 
well, commonly used in the past. Arnold 
said the engineering report does not 
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mention overflowing hand-dug wells in 
their analysis of the area. Arnold said 
he has asked Benoit several times for the 
hydrology reports but has not received 
them. Repairing this issue would address 
road flooding and ice buildup. Arnold 
thanked the Fire Department for assist- 
ing them whenever the power goes out 
and the sump pumps cannot work. 

A resident of 19 Gilbert St. said he 
has the same situation as the Arnolds. 
Another resident said they also have

flooding issues, and they are on their 
third furnace. They said half of their 
property is under water six months of 
the year. “It’s a recurring problem that’s 
been going on since at least 1978,” he 
said. A Summer Street resident, neigh- 
boring the Arnolds, said there is a large 
sinkhole developing at their home as a 
result of the flooding. 

A ballot vote was taken with 157 
“ves” votes and 43 “no” votes therefore 
the motion carried. 
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Observations here and there 


It was fun to take a mini-vacation this past week! 
However, I have to admit that was weird to leave a 
newly-installed garden and a hen sitting on eggs in 
the care of my trusty house-sitter, especially with 
the mercury soaring the way it did. I came home 
to a garden that looked great and no chicks, yet... 

Here are some observations from both during 
and after my vacation. 

The vacation house had a 
major bunny problem. The 
owner installed a number of 
native plants to encourage 
pollinators and the rabbits 
seem to find most palatable. 
A small fence was installed 
around the perennials off the 
porch, but the new blueber- 
ries and serviceberry have 
been clear cut of anything 
rabbit height or less. Most 
of the shrubs in the mixed border have an umbrel- 
la-like appearance, with woody stems down low 
and growth at the top only. 

I recommended switching up the repellents to 
keep the bunnies away, and this comes from per- 
sonal experience. At the old house I never had a 
problem with rabbits in my garden until after the 
dog died. It would be safe to assume that “the 
marking of his territory” had something to do with 
my good fortune. Outside of dog urine, there are 
lots of other deterrents out there that folks swear 
by. One is dried blood. The smell signals danger. 
To be effective it must be reapplied each week as 
well as after it rains. You can either sprinkle a nar- 
row band around the perimeter of the border or 
place containers of it in the garden. Dried blood 
is a nitrogen fertilizer and 1s available at most gar- 
den centers. It will burn sensitive plants if applied 
directly on top of them, so sprinkle it a few inches 
away from the base. Along the same line would be 
ammonia sprays. 

I have also heard of different home brews that 
you may or may not want to whip up in your blend- 
er. One consists of garlic, hot peppers and mari- 
gold leaves; maybe this combination would work 
better than the other tactics already tried. Again, 
these would need to be replenished periodically 
and switched on occasion to keep the scent new 
and dangerous. 

I visited a couple of great nurseries on Cape 
Cod. The hydrangeas they sell there are amazing, 
and it was oh, so tempting to bring one home. Un- 
fortunately, I had just bought one a month ago 
that was advertised to be good and hardy, but not 
the blue I had wanted. More of a purple-blue. It 
was neat to come home and see that the advice I 
had given others for many years actually worked. 
By adding sulfur to the edges of the planting hole 
my new hydrangea is turning a lovely shade of 
blue. Yay! Iam honesty amazed at how quickly the 
changeover took place. If you’d rather a pink toned 
hydrangea, raise the pH of the soil by sprinkling a 
couple of cups of dolomitic lime around the base 
of the plant once or twice throughout the growing 
season. A higher pH will prevent aluminum from 
being drawn up by the plant; aluminum has a blu- 
ing effect on the flowers of this particular type of 
hydrangea (H. macrophylla). Likewise, hydran- 
geas absorb more aluminum from acidic soil, so to 
make pink hydrangeas blue, do as I did and add 
sulfur to the soil around hydrangeas in the spring. 

Another thing I came home to was sad peppers. 
You don’t have to be a pepper psychologist to make 
an assessment as to why. First, they were planted 
during unseasonably warm mid-May weather, only 
to have temperatures plummet into the high 30s at 
night. Then, no less than a week later, we have Au- 
gust-like temperatures and a drought. So why are 
the pepper plants pale and pathetic? Probably all 
of the above and then some. I will likely give them 
some fish and seaweed emulsion and hope that they 
can transition to healthy plants as the temperatures 
and moisture moderate. Let’s hope they do, any- 
way!

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Reflect on, show respect 
for the American flag

WASHINGTON, D.C. — It is said that 
the flag of the United States was designed 
by Betsy Ross, a seamstress who lived in 
Philadelphia during the American Rev- 
olution. But, according to PBS, “some 
historians believe it was designed by New 
Jersey Congressman Francis Hopkinson 
and sewn by Philadelphia seamstress Bet- 
sy Ross.” 

Whether it was Betsy Ross or Con- 
gressman Hopkins who designed the 
original Stars and Stripes, the Continen- 
tal Congress, on June 14, 1777, adopted a 
resolution declaring that “the flag of the 
United States be thirteen alternate stripes 
red and white...the Union be thirteen 
stars, white in a blue field, representing 
a new Constellation.” And so, it came to 
be that our Grand Old Flag became the 
official emblem of the U.S. based on the 
Continental Army’s banner. It was car- 
ried into battle for the first time Septem- 
ber 11, 1777, in the Revolutionary War 
battle of Brandywine. 

“Here’s another, somewhat obscure, 
piece of the Flag’s history,” says Rebecca 
Weber, CEO of the Association of Mature 
American Citizens. “The first observance 
of June 14th, Flag Day, was organized 
in 1885 by a 19-year-old schoolteacher 
from Waubeka, Wisconsin, Bernard J. Ci- 
grand. It was not an official celebration, 
but it was the first known ceremony in 
honor of our nation’s ensign, according 
to Cigrand’s biographer historian James 
L. Brown in his book, “The Real Bernard 
J. Cigrand: The Father of Flag Day.” 

Cigrand was passionate about the 
American flag. He is said to have deliv- 
ered more than 2,000 speeches during his 
quest for an official, national day for the 
observance of Flag Day. It took him three 
decades of effort and in 1916 President 
Woodrow Wilson proclaimed June 14 for 
the observance. Likewise, President Cal- 
vin Coolidge issued his own proclamation 
in 1927. However, it would take Congress 
another 33 years to declare it a national 
day of remembrance, not quite a national 
holiday, which President Harry Truman 
signed into law on Aug. 3, 1949. 

“Today, more than ever, it is important 
for patriotic Americans to show appro- 
priate reverence for the flag. We live in 
an era of unheard of, unexpected disdain 
for the American way of life, particular- 
ly among the younger generations. There 
are those who would see our democracy 
replaced by socialism, even communism, 


among those who do not know of what 
they speak. Thus, it is important to show 
them the ‘whys’ and ‘hows’ and the rea- 
sons we take the time to reflect on and re- 
spect Old Glory on June 14,” Weber said. 

What better place to learn the dos and 
don’ts of the American flag than at the 
American Legion website? Here are a few 
interesting observations: 

The flag code is The American Legion 
flag code. 

On Flag Day, June 14, 1923, The 
American Legion and representatives of 
68 other patriotic, fraternal, civic and mil- 
itary organizations met in Washington, 
D.C. for the purpose of drafting a code of 
flag etiquette. The 77th Congress adopted 
this codification of rules as public law on 
June 22, 1942. It is Title 4, United States 
Code Chapter 1. 

A flag that has been used to cover a 
casket cannot be used for any other prop- 
er display purpose. That is not so: A flag 
that has been used to cover a casket can 
be used for any proper display purpose to 
include displaying this flag from a staff or 
flagpole. 

A flag must be destroyed when it 
touches the ground. This is not so as long 
as the flag remains suitable for display, 
the flag may continue to be displayed as a 
symbol of our great country. 

There has been a change to the Flag 
Code that no longer requires the flag to be 
properly illuminated during the hours of 
darkness. This not true, there has been no 
change to Flag Code section 6(a), which 
states: “It is the universal custom to dis- 
play the flag only from sunrise to sunset 
on buildings and on stationary flag staffs 
in the open. However, when a patriotic ef- 
fect is desired, the flag may be displayed 
24 hours a day if properly illuminated 
during the hours of darkness.” 

The Flag Code states that when the flag 
is no longer a fitting emblem for display it 
is to be disposed of by burning in private. 
This is not true, the Flag Code as revised 
and adopted by the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States in 1942 has never included the 
word(s) “private” or “in privacy.” Section 
8(k) of the Flag Code states: “The flag, 
when it is in such a condition that it is 
no longer a fitting emblem for display, 
should be destroyed in a dignified way, 
preferably by burning.” Since 1937, The 
American Legion has promoted the use 
of a public flag disposal ceremony. This 
ceremony is a fitting tribute and an overt 
expression of patriotism, which enhances 
the public’s understanding of honor and 
respect due the American flag.

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Transfer station to remain open

NORTH BROOKFIELD — The 
Board of Selectmen met on Tuesday, 
June 8 at 6 p.m., during which 

a lengthy discussion was held on Ar- 
ticle 4 at the Annual Town Meeting last 
Friday, where residents learned that one 
possible town service that could be elim- 
inated to make up the shortfall is the 
transfer station. SelectBoard Clerk John 
Tripp said neither he, nor other board 
members, have signed anything saying 
the transfer station will be closed, or 
that police and fire will be cut. He said 
they will all be meeting to see where they 
can cut from the budget. SelectBoard 
Chair Dale Kiley said they will have an- 
other special town meeting in the fall, 
and if their free cash does not cover the 
budget shortage, they will have to cut 
services. No decisions have been made 
about cutting services at this time. 

Kiley stressed that the transfer sta- 
tion is not closing any time soon. If it 
were to happen, it would be in October 
or November after a STM. Tripp said 
someone at the transfer station put up 
a sign to contact the administrative as- 
sistant with concerns about the clos- 
ing. Board of Health Chairman Trevor 
Bruso said the transfer station has been 
profitable, and he would appreciate 
communication about possible cuts. 

Kiley said they have to offset over 
$300,000, and they do not have a lot of 
padding in their budget. Bruso said the 
cost to the town would increase by clos- 
ing the transfer station, as it brings in 
revenue and keeps town waste disposal 
costs low. 

Kiley said the budget is a process that 
goes through the fall, and nothing is set 
in stone. 

Town Park donors 

Tripp said he wanted to recognize 
and thank everyone who donated to the 
park on the corner, near the sign. He 
said he hopes everyone enjoys the park 
and utilizes the cigarette disposal con- 


tainers provided. 
Rail Trail 

Tripp said he and others have worked 
tirelessly for two years. He said they 
have just started putting barriers up to 
prevent vehicle access. Emergency vehi- 
cles will have access to the trail. 

Police cruiser 

Tripp said he has been asked about 
the police cruiser behind the station. He 
said it is a junk car, waiting to be towed 
away. Kiley said they were using it for 
parts also. 

Fire Department 

Deputy Chief Darin Anderson said 
they had three candidates apply for the 
position of Assistant Fire Chief, and 
they selected Keith Marshal, captain of 
Fire Prevention. The board approved 
Marhsal’s appointment to Assistant 
Fire Chief. 

Town Beach 

SelectBoard Vice-Chair Jason Petrai- 
tis said there have been a lot of out-of- 
town people at the beach, and close to 
300 people over the past weekend. He 
said the Town Beach Committee dis- 
cussed the situation with East Brook- 
field and the majority of East Brook- 
field’s committee is opposed to limiting 
beach access to East Brookfield and 
North Brookfield residents only. 

North Brookfield shares responsibility 
with East Brookfield for the beach, pro- 
viding portable toilets and police patrol. 

Kiley said they need to speak to East 
Brookfield’s selectmen and draft a by- 
law regarding access to the beach. 

Public comments 

A resident asked what could be done 
to raise funds to cover the budget short- 
fall. Kiley said people can donate to 
address the problem this year, but the 
shortfall will still exist next year, “it’s a 
cascading problem.” The resident said it 
would be best for residents to give their 
time and energy to address the issue in- 
stead of complaining on social media. 

The board entered executive session 
at 7 p.m.

A 2.5% 
increase to the school budget, Kiley said, 1s “fiscally 1m- 
possible,” for the town. 

Town services would need to be cut to cover the 
budget gap Kiley said, including the transfer station. 
Residents would need to secure their own private trash 
hauling services. They would also have to cut the mid- 
night shift for the Police Department and weekend 
shift for the Fire Department. Kiley said they would 
also have to eliminate salt for the roads 1n the winter in 
addition to street lighting. 

Board of Health Chairman Trevor Bruso said clos- 
ing the transfer station would increase the likeliness of 
bulk items being dumped on the side of roads. Bruso 
said if they closed the transfer station mid-year, they 
would have to reimburse those who have paid into the 
service for the calendar year. 

School services 

School Committee Chair Maria Tucker said she is 
grateful the town was able to level fund the school, but 
without the increase the school would have to eliminate 
sports, world language teachers and reduce transpor- 
tation. 

Cloutier said she made the amendment because 
“this is needed.” She said this past year has been hard 
for families. Cloutier, who is also an educator, said 
there are gaps in learning and schools are required to 
make sure the students have what they need and fill 
those gaps.

“Yes” votes 
totaled 157 and “no” votes totaled 105, therefore the 
amendment passed. 

Cuts to police, fire 

Fire Chief Joseph Holway spoke and said, “there is 
no money,” and the financial figures the town is pre- 
senting are very real. He said his department has been 
level funded for years, and they find a way to make it 
work. He said if they reduce their personnel coverage, 
homeowner's insurance will increase. Holway said a 
$12,000 cut from his budget would be devastating to 
his department.
